Music haii tonight that Josephine Mario Bed- 
ard, the phonomenal young lady from Ting- 
wick, who hasn’t eaten anything in seven 
years, was notafraud. She came here from 
Washington Wednesday to investigate Jo- 
sephine Marie in the interest of medical sci- 
ence, and she staked her professional reputa- 
tion, with her best pair of Sunday trousers, to- 
night upon the statement that Josephine had 
not partaken of food since Jast Wednesday, 
when the doctor began her investigation. A 
bald-headed man-from Denver. bearing the 
unenviable name of Aaron Burr, and who 
seems to be Josephine’s sole guide, philoso- 
pher and friend, occupied the stage pre- 
viously to the doctor and used up a half hour 
orsoinan attempt to prove that Josephine 
iived on the electrical current in the atmos- 
phere. 

The Denver orator said Satan first tempted 
men toeat, and that the Creator never in- 
tended us to eat. Josephine Marie Bedard, he 
said, was an Eve before she bit the fatal 
apple. Aaron quoted from physiology, anat- 
omy, metaphysics, religion and everything 
else outside of a dime-novel.to prove that elec- 
tricity would sustain life. 

Dr. Mary then turned herself loose. She 
said that she and Josephine had slept in the 
same bed, andthe doctor had slept with one 
eye open. The doctor examined the girl’s 
clothing, but failed to locate any food hidden 
therein. 

‘The first night she slept with Josephine, the 
doctor said, she was prepared for treachery. 
However, she did not permit her anxiety to be 
seen, but, carelessly tlinging her clethes over 
a chair, drew the mantle of her couch around 
her, Josephine was soon in dreamland, but 
Mary did not sleep. <All night long she was 
on the lookout for ravens, bakers, and buich- 
ers, but none came. 

During the day the cor>lo never separated, 
and the doctor 1s quite willing to swear that 
Josephine Marie Bedhardt, since last Wednes- 
day, at least, has abstained absolutely from 
any sort of food. The doctor says the girl 
takes no more water than is actually necessary 
to produce ordinary perspiration. 

Her blood is full, circulation a little tardy, 
pulse strong, but not just what would be 
termed natural, expression of eyes peculiar 
and general complexion somewhat strange. 

“Wien I first proposed to investigate this 
case,’’ said the doctor, ‘‘1 felt certain that I 
would soon expose what I thought to be a 
fraud, but I am thus far mystified. Every in- 
dication leads me to believe the case is true.” 

Josephine is now in hernineteenth year. Her 
father is a French farmer in New Brunswick. 
She was taken sick with a trivial complaint 
seven veurs ago, and after recovery evinced a 
loss of appetite from which she has never re- 
covered. She became the talk of the neighbor- 
hood in which she lived, and a priest, thinking 
she wgs shamming, secreted her for a month 
inaroom. His attempts to force her to eat ac- 
tually made her sick, and finally he acknowl- 
edged over his own name that Josephine was 
the wonder of the century.

Enough was learned to show that matters 
were in a bad mess, and that 
Pratt isa thief tothe amount of nearly one 
hundred thousand dollars. Not knowing 
where the end might be, the directors decided 
to piace the bank in the hands of the bank ex- 
aminer, and he will appoint a receiver to set- 
tle affairs or close up the business.

THE OLD GENERATION, 


Death of an Emigre From Santo Domingo at 
Charleston. 

CHarrieston, S C., April 7,—|! Special. |— 
Mrs. Virginia Dutrie, the last of the French 
emizres who fled to Charleston atthe tiine of 
the Santo Domingo massacre in 1811, died 
yesterday aged ninety-one years. Among the 
emigres who came here at that time were the 
two daughters of the commandant, DeGrasse, 
vho died soon after their arrival of yeliow 
fever. Atthetime of the insurrection most 
of the white inhabitants were massacred, 
Only a few of the men and children escaped. 
Among the victims was Mrs. Dutrie’s father. 
Quite a colony arrived here, and their descend- 
ants are among the most respectable of the 
people of Charleston tolay. Folins, Bivaises, 
Salaris, Duforts, Dues, LeBenffs and other 
well-known names are among thera. Most of 
the old refugees are buried in the cemetery of 
St. Mary’s church, which was built by them 
and in which Mrs. Dutrie was buried today. 
The deceased was stricken blind on the day on 
which Charleston was evacuated in 1865. She 
was born in 1708. 

Mr. R. H. McDowell, an old merchant of 
this city, also died yesterday. 

The Rey. David Levi, rabbi of the syna- 
gogno here, was stricken with convulsions 
yesterday. His recovery is doubtful.

Berwin, April 6.—[Copyrighted 1889, by the 
New York Associated Press. |--The bundesrath, 
at a plenary sitting today, reconsidered the 
press laws and remitted them to the commis- 
sion with important modification. The com- 
mission had previously reported that they were 
divided on the proposals and that there was no 
possibility of them reaching-an agreement. 
The representatives of Saxony and Bavaria 
protested that the operation of the law, if the 
proposed measures should be passed by the 
reichstag, would create discontent and imperil 
public order. Their opposition, combined with 
the representations of Herr Bennigsen and 
other national liberal leaders, appears to have 
induced the emperor to assent to Prince Dis- 
marck’s urgent request for a remodeling of the 
aw. 

The articles designating as a penal offense 
hostile criticism of the government, the mon- 
archy, the institution of marriage, the rights 
of property and the church will be amend- 
ed. The exact form of the new law will not 
be revealed until the commissson have finally 
reported. 

Prince Bismarck, in an interview with Herr 
Miguel -and Herr Von Benningsen, indicated 
that the bill in the form which it would proba- 
bly be presented to the rei pets, would leave 
free for discussion sociaP*topics, such as 
the family, religiqn and property, and per- 
wit a theoretical analysis of political ques- 
tions, retaining the articles making it a penal 
offense toineite hate or contempt for the goy- 
ernment and the culumny of oOfticials. The 
clauses providing for the suppression of offend- 
ing papers and the expulsion from the country 
of condemned editors will also be retained. 
The reichstag will not consider the bill until 
after Easter. The expulsion clause meets 
with fierce opposition. 

Dr. Von Maybach, Prussian minister of 
public works, hasresigned. He will probably 
be succeeded by Herr Von Theilen, director of 
railways. Dr. Von Maybach’s resignation is 
due to quarrels with his colleagues over the 
lack of regulation in the expenditures for pub- 
lic works. During the debate on the budget 
in the upper house Dr. Von Stephens, imperial 
secretary of state for posts and telegraphs, 
severely criticised the public expenditures. 
Dr, Von Maybach sought an interview with 
the emperor, to whom he subsequently com- 
plained that he found his: majesty unsympa- 
thetic. 

A BREACH BETWEEN THE HOUSES. 

The debate in the upper house was notable 
for unusual strictures on the conduct of the 
lower house for disorderly methods and in 
dawdling over the budget. The lower house 
authorized its senior member, Herr Schoolmer, 
to protest against the indignity offered to the 
house by these criticisms. The emperor yes- 
terday received Herr Von Boetticher, and 
questioned him as to the origin of the quarrel 
between the two houses.

CHINESE CUSTOMS. 


REV. GEORGE LOEHR TELIS WHAT 
BEKNOWS ABOUT THEM, 


Eow the Americans Live There—The People, 
the Stock, the Laws, the Religious Wor- 
ship and the Rulers. 


Evrrrton, Ga., April 7.—[Spectal.]—This 
week’s issuc of the Star prints a highly inter- 
esting interview with Rev. George Loehr, a 
returned missiorary from China. 

HOW THE PEOPLE LIVE. 

Mr. Leohr says that the. price of living in 
China is as costly asin America, and many 
articles sel] at a much higher price. Bacon is 
worth fifty cents a pound, and ali imported 
articles at about the same advance. The 
Americans make their chicf diet on rice and 
vegetables, and all the varieties known in this 
country are grown around the large cities in 
China by foreign gardeners. So far as the na- 
tives are concerned, they will greedily devour 
anvthing, and live on what an Aimcrican 
would throw away. They cat the entrails of 
chickens and other birds and animals. Itisa 
mistake about the Celestials dieting on rats— 
they hold rodents in as great abhorence 


as- we do. The Chinese cooking ia not 
refished - by Americans. They cook 
everything n vegetabie oil, that 
makes their dishes most disagreea- 


ble to the taste. They are, however, quick to 
learn,and are soon trained into excellent cooks 
by the American families. Fish is their great 
food. Good fish cost about as inuch in China 
usthey do here, but there are an inferior 
species sold very cheap and which the natives 
eat largely. : 

The Chinaman is not a good laundryman at 
home, but they soon become experts in the 
business with training. ‘‘hey do not iron their 
garments, but smooth them out by sitting on 
them when dry. 

The stock of 

CATTLE AND HOGS 

in the celestial kingdom are very inferior 
breeds, The cows are miserable little serubs, 
and the owners never thinks of milk and but- 
ter. Ifan American family desire to purchase 
milk, they must take ail given by a cow, and 
pay a Chinaman for keeping the animal. 
About three quarts a day is the averagefrom a 
cow, Which supply cost.0 cents. There are 
few imported cowsin China, owned by for- 
eigners, who run dairies, 

Mr. Loehr says it turns one’s stomach to 
look at a Chinese hog, and he could never 
sharpen his appetite up enough toeat one. They 
are little mangy, long sided, wretched, looking 
brutes, their eyes concealed by wrinkles, and 
With large ears. There are very few horses in 
China, and these inferior little ponies bred in 
the interior. They sel! at about the same’ as 
Texas ponies do in Georgia. All the trans- 
portation is done on the backs of men and 
through canals thattake the place of streets! 
You can hire a sort of sedan chair, carried by 
two men, for $2 perday. Day labor is atoat 
fiity cents, and the celestials work faithfully, 
too. The chickens ere exactly like our o!d 
dunghills, and sell at from twenty to thirty 
cents apiece, A stranger can travel in China 
just as safely ashe can in this country, No 
one will molest him. The foreigner has his 
every right respected. Mr. Loelr has gone 
over a considerable portion of the country, and 
was never insalted or molested, | 

‘there ere only tifty miles of railway in the 
entiro country. The people are opposed to 


, Such improvements, as, owlig to the density of 


the population, many persons would be de- 
prived of employment by the introduction of 
steam poweror labor-saving machinery... All 
work is done by hand and the crudest appli- 
ances used. ‘The Chinese have the same old 
wooden plows described in the Bible. Most 
of the grinding is done on hand mills. 

THEIR FARMS ARK VERY SMALL, 
many fainilies owning iess than a quarter of 
anacreofland. This they bring up tothe 
highest state of fertility. and keep two and 
three crops growing on their land at the same 
time. Rice and tea are their great staples, 
and the natives largely depend on them for 
sustenance, Therice is grown under water, 
and the yield is about the same per acre as on 
the Georgia seacoast, Mr. Loechr sees no dif- 
ference in the quality of tea usedin China 
and here, You can buy it just as good in ul- 
berton as where it is produced. I[t is a imis- 
take about the Havor being inivred by the sea 
voyage. The Chinese are very industrious, 
and from their wages every year set aside a 
certain sum with which to purehase a sma}l 
piece of ground, and when this is done they 
settle down as iarmers. Itis a mistake, too, 
about 

BANKS NEVER EREAKING 
in China, for failures are about as common 
there asin America. Mr. Loehr came near 
losing some money in ashaky bank} He docs 
not know whether tho story about beheading 
bank ofticers when they suspend is ttue or not: 
but it certainly does not deter these institu’ 
tions from failing, atle samee. There is y 
great many counterfeit coins atloat in China, 
however, but the natives are all experts at de- 
tecting thei. They trust no one, and even 
test the money paidthem from the govern- 
ment banks, ‘These counterfeiters have a way 
of boreing the gold or silver from a coin, leav- 
ing nothing but the shell, which they fill with 
Some interior metal, and do the job so nicely 
that it is dificult to detect the fraud. 

There are a great many different classes in 
China, and the secia} Hues are finely drawn. 
Tho better classes never emigrate, only the 
offscouring of the Kingdom leaving. Among 
the better peopie the morals are exceptionally 
good ; but there is littie virtue among tho in- 
fericr. class. No decent Chinese woman 
would think of coming to America. Even 
the ininister here does not bring his wife. with 
him, but one of diis favorite mistresses.

The streets that he is to 
travel are cleared of every living soul, that his 
highness may not be contamiuaied by the gaze 
of the inferior class. 

The Chinese deny worshipping idols, and 
say that the figure is only symbolical of their 
faith, as the cross is tv ihe Christians. But 
Mr. Loehr says there is no doubt about their 
believiug that these idols have the power to 
Save them aud work miracies,

LOUIS YESTERDAY. 
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The Slaughtering of Faith in God—The Bible 


the Young Man's Strongest Fortress— 
Good Advice Given, 

ST. Lovurs, April 7.—[Special.}—The Rev. 
7. D. DeWitt Talmage, D. D., — of 
Lrooklyn, preached here this even- 
vast audience. His subject 

Slaughter,’ and his text, Proverbs, 
‘As an ox to the slaughter.” The 
eloquent preacher said: 

There is nothing in the voice or manner of 
the butcher to indicate to the ox that there is 
death aliead, The ox thinks he is goi: ng on to 
&@ rich pasture field of clover, where all day 
long he will reyelin the herbaceous luxu- 
riance; but after a while the men and the 
boys close in upon him with sticks and stones 
and shouting, and drive bim through bars and 
into a doorw ay, where he is fastened, and with 
& welji aimed stroke the ax fells him; and so 
the anticipation of the redolent pasture field is 
compictely disappointed. So many a young 
man has been driven on by temptation to what 
he thought would be paradisiacal enjoyment; 
but after a while influences with darker hue 
and swarthier arms close in upon him, and he 
finds that instead of making an excursion into 
@ garden he has been driven ‘‘as an ox to 
the slaughter.’’ 

I. We are apt (o blame young men for being 
destroyed, when we ought to blame the influ- 
ences that destroy them. Society slaughters a 
great many young men by the behest, “You 
must keep up appearances; whatever be your 
Salary, you must dress as well as others, you 
must wine and brandy as many friends, you 
must smoke as costly cigars, you must give as 
expensive ¢ntcrtainments, and you must live 
in aS fashionable a boarding house.

crease of 259,450 bales as compared with the 
corresponding date of 1887, and a decrease 
of 220,544 bales as compared with 1886. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September 1, 1888, are 5,405,179 bales; 
in 1887-88 were 5,550,506 bales; in 1886-87 
were 5,154,351 bales. Although the receipts 
at the outports the past week were 46,500 
bales, the actual movement from plantations 
was only 19,084 bales, the balance being 
taken from the stocks at tip interior towns.

The old interior stocks have decreased 
during the week 25,602 bales, and are 101,- 
654 bales less than at the same period last 
year.

Stanley the Adventurer. 

It may be a mistake to regard Stanley as 
a great explorer—a devoted enthusiast, 
filled with the desire to open strange and 
savace lands to the march of civilization. 

Stanley isan adventurer or nothing, A 
friendless boy, knocked and kicked about 
by strangers, the opening of our civil war 
found him arough and reckless young fel- 
low, fearing neither man nor devil; with no 
fixed ideas of duty; with no settled princi- 
ples. 

Helad Dugald Dalgetty’s peculiar views 
of military life, and was not long in putting 
them into execution. One flag was the 
same as another in his eyes, As he was in 
the confederacy, he found it convenient to 
wear the gray. As might have been ex- 
pected, he wore it until he was tired of it, 
and no longer. The principles at stake did 
not bother him, and it never oceurred to 
him that he was in honor bound to fight it 
out under the stars and bars. 

Adventure was what he wanted—nothing 
more, So, when the novelty of the confed- 
erate service Wore off, he threw aside his 
gray uniform, and put onthe blue. It did 
not strike him that in becoming a deserter 
he had disgraced himself. He saw it in 
the light of a change, promising new and 
stirring adventures. 

When he went to Africa to find Living- 
stone, he went because James Gordon Ben- 
nett sent him. He went a second time, and 
the narrative of his two visits contain much 
that-is new and startling, but it is the story 
of an adventurer rather than the record of 
an explorer. 

The detailed account of Stanley’s third 
mission to Africa is not yet before the 
world, but the outline is enough. It seems 
that this reckless rover thought Emin Bey’s 
letters to the Khedive had been delayed too 
long. Why not hunt him up? Instantly 
private individuals, geographical societies, 
and various governments contributed their 
aid. 

Stanley started witha small army. He 
lost his way. IHlis men suffered, died and 
deserted, and their commander, whenever 
he was depressed or apprehensive, ordered 
a few of ‘them killed as a lesson to the 
others. He found Emin—found him sleek, 
prosperous, and happy, in no need of being 
taken care of, but amply able to take care 
of Stanley and his crowd. 

This is all there is in it, the flourishes 
will come later. The number of natives 
killed on the return trip, the sum total of 
the plunder—all this must be dressed up 
to make a presentable story for the public. 
The world will be told that this great 
march, in some mysterious way, put an end 
to the slave trade, and was a tremendous 
thing for Christian civilization. 

Well, there are two ways of looking at it. 
Perhaps Stanley is a saintly hero; perhaps, 
on the other hand, he.is a shrewd dare-devil, 
with as little principle as he had when he 
deliberately fought under two flags in our 
civil war. 


Sensational and Silly. 

It may be that the best and quickest way 
to get rid of immoral fiction is to stand 
aside and let itrun its course, The men 
and women engaged in writing this objec- 
tionable stuff will grow bolder if left alone, 
and a disgusted public will reyolt and de- 
mand something better. 

Among the recent announcements is one 
of a novel entitled: ‘“‘Rented: A Husband.’’ 
Whether the book is immoral or not, of 
course cannot be known until it appears. 
The title may be the worst part of it. The 
publishers say that it gives in a nutshell the 
subject of the tale, and that the renting 
was a genuine business transaction, in 
Which a wife received so much cash down, 
and somuch perweek for the rented hus- 
band. 

The publishers calmly state that this is ‘‘a 
new idea in fiction.’’ It certainly is, and it 
is something more. Ifthe book is not posi- 
tively bad it is doubtless sensational and 
silly. No sensible writer would give a good 
story such a title. In the absence of any 
other remedy itis to be hoped that the 
flood of trashy novels now rolling over the 
land will shock and sicken readers every- 
where and cause a reaction in public taste. 
The sooner we get to the end of this erotic 


craze the better.

Wesleyan Ciristion Adyocate “that southern Meth- 
odism has developed a strong party who are 
opposed te cducation,” Bis drawn fortha protest 
from Dr. Ii. V. M. Miller who, demands proof of the 
allegation. The doctor says: ‘I challenge the pubs 
lication of any ten names of adult members of the 
Methodist church within the bounds ofthe north 
Georgia conference who covertly or openly are 
oprosed to education,’’ In reply the 
Advocate explains that it simply meant that a 
party in the church opposed our present public 
school system, and says: ‘“‘For some years past, 
then, opposition to the state public echools has 
been practically the equivalent of opposition to the 
elementary education of the masses, Now, does 
Dr. Miller deny that there has been a strong party 
(strong in numbers) in the Southern Methodist 
church opposed to the public schools, and demand 
proof of it? He 1s too intelligent a person to make 
such a denial, and too much of a gentleman to ask 
proof by the publication of “ten names of 
adults”’ other than those who have 
chosen voluntarily to put themselves 
on record, as some have done very recently. He 
can find more than ten on record if he will szsarch 
the tiles of newspapers for a few years back. In THE

5. Why should the committee appointed make 
their reportupon a sealing basis, and their mini- 
mum number of gailous per month at a figure only 
reached by a few m: nufacturers? 

6. Does it cost the city less money per gallon 
to furnish fifteen hundred thousand gallons per 
month to one manufacturer than to a consumer 
who only uses a small quantity? 

7. Why guould there be any diserimination be- 
tween large and small manufacturers? Why not fix 
one price, per gallon, whetherit be to a large or 
small consumer, or whether one thousand or fifteen 
hundred thousand gallons be consumed?

A STRANGE STORY 
4A MOTHER'S 80 v TAK EN FROM HOME 
BY. THO PRETENDED POLICEMEN. 
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AT LEAST THE MOTHER SAYS SO 

One of the Two Men is Arrested On, Suspicion, But 
Puts Up Collateral and jg Released—The Police 
Have Been Looking forthe Boys, But Nelther 
Has Been Found. 


A strange story was told at police headquar- 
ters yesterday—all the more remarkable be- 
cause investigation, so faras it is gone, tends 
to corroborate the story. 

The story as it was told at the station house 
has few parallels in the city’s criminal history. 

Two boys, one 16 and the other 14, are miss- 
ing from home. <A search has been made, not 
only by the relatives and neighbors of the boys, 
but by the police and detectives. 

The boys were taken from home by two men 
who represented themselves as being police 
officers. The men were not policemen. 

THE MOTHER’S STORY. 

“Saturday evening,’ said Mrs. Mary Or- 
mond, the mother of cne of the boys, ‘‘my son 
and another boy were at my louse, both drink- 
ing and rather disorderly, but neither of them 
druuk, 

“Two men came tothe gate, on Savannah 
street, and said they would have to arrest the 
two boys.”’ 

“Did either of them wear any sort of uni- 
form?’’ asked Captain Couch, to whom the 
story was being told. 

‘‘Tam not certain,” said Mrs. Ormond, ‘‘but 
it seems to me that they had brass buttons on 
their vests or coats. lam not certain about 
that though, for 1 was too badly frightened. 
They said they weré police ofticers. 1 begged 
them not take the boys, but they looked rather 
rough about it and carried the two boys off, 
going towards the branch.” 

“Did the boys resis.?”’ 

“No, sir, not at all. Well, today I thought 
I would vet them out. of jailif I conld, and 
went down there. They told me the boys 
were not there, and then I came here.”’ 

The dockets were searched for the names of 
the boys, but the names were not there. The 
cells were all gone through, but the boys could 
not be found. The policemen on that beat 
wero interrogated, but they had made no such 
arrest and knew nothing of it. 

Captain Couch at once placed the matter in 
the hands of Detectives Joe Green, Bedford 
and Cason. 

Detective Green soon found a clew, and < ar- 
rested a white man named W. J. Mason on 
suspicion of being one of the two bogus officers. 

Mason was carried tothe stationhouse and 
there identified by Mrs, Ormond as being one 
of the two men. 

Mason admits that he was there, being at- 
tracted by the disorderly conduct of the two 
boys. He denies, however, that he helped 
decoy the boys away from home. 

‘*T suppose the boys went off of their own 
accord’’ said he. ‘‘At any rate I had nothing 
to do with taking them off. I never pretended 
to be an oflicer. The boys were drunk and 
there is no telling were they went. I know 
absolutely nothing about them.” 

A case was made against Mason for disor- 
derly conduct and assuming. to be an officer. 

Later he was allowed to put up collaterai 
and be released. The detectives are still at 
work on the case. 

The Other Reviere Man. 

W.C. Houston, the man said to have been 
concerned with Joshua R. Burtz in the plot to 
liberate Reviere, the Stone Mountain mur- 
derer, was arrested yesterday by Captains 
Manley and Mercer. 

Hie was not arrested for being concerned in 
the Reviere plot, that case having been prac- 
tically nullified by the silly break of a supe- 
rior officer. 

Both Burtz and Houston were arrested on 
warrants charging them with larceny after 
trust. Quite a number of people with whom 
Burtz end Houston have had dealings in a 
real estate and insurance way reported their 
grievances to the nolice yesterday. The evi- 
cence against Burtz and Houston is strong, 
and thev may be convicted of the charge, in 
more than one case, of larceny after trust. 

Mrs. Reviere, the wife of the murderer, 
went to Stone Mountain ‘yesterday from Au- 
gusta, Where she has been staying for some 
time. Her name originally was Miss Nash. 
She is a daughter of ‘Horse Swapping Bill” 
Nash, of Gwinnett. She was met at Stone 
Mountain by her father, and probably went 
with him to his home. 

She is about twenty-tive years of age, neither 
blonde nor brunetie, but decidedly pretty. She 
was tastefully dressed in piain black, and wore 
no vail. She was traveling alone and nobody 
on the ear knew, until they arrived at Stone 


Mountain, that the quiet little woman in black 
was Keviere’s wife. 
Ile Was Shot At. 

A negro giving his name as James H. Os- 
bond will be arraigned in police court this 
morning, charged with disorderly conduct and 
resisting an otticer.., 

Patrolman McCullough noticed the negro 
prowling on Decatur street and stopped 
him. The darky was impudent, refusing to give 
his name or business, and refused to ‘‘move 
on.”? The. patrolman arrested him, and the 
two started towards the guardhouse. They 
had gone only a few, steps when the negro 
turned suddenly and struck the patrolman a 
stunning blow on the head. The patrolman 
followed as ithe negro ran, firing twice at the 
darky, but both times without effect.- Mc- 
Cullough soon overtook his man, and there 
was aspirited fight, lasting until Patrolman 
Jim Reeves came up. The negro was then 
brought down and locked up. 

A Crooked Stereotyper. 

W.M. Milham, a stereotyper, was arrested 
by Patrolmen George Hamilton and Ed Wal- 
ton yesterday. 

Milham was arrested on a city case, but is 
thought to be wanted in Macon upon aserious 
charge—possibly for forging. 

He is the man that- was sent from Atlanta 
to Macon about ten days ago todo stereotype 
work forthe Macon Telegraph. He staid in 
Macon for a day or two only, forged the busi- 
ness manager’s name to an order there, and 
came back to Atlanta. 

The police here have been looking for 
him ever since. When arrested yesterday 
Milam gave an assumed name. His pockets 
were filled with obscene pictures and letters, 
and some business letters. 

Two Patroimen Suspended. 

Chief Connolly has issued an order suspend- 
ing two patrolmen. 

Patrolinan J. M. Stamps was suspended for 
one day for not properly patroling his beat. 

Patrolman R. B. Harris was suspended until 
the charges against him can be investigated 
by the board of commissioners. The charge 
is for leaving his beat. 

A Fight After Church.

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DARIEN’S LUMBER BUSINESS. 


A Remarkable Record of Progress in the 
Timber Business. 
From the Darien Gazette. * 

in 1887 Darien shipped 50,349,600 superficial 
feet coastwise. 

In 1888 this quantity is increased to 65,998,- 
200 superticial feet. 

In 1887 Darien exported 12,025,611 superficial 
feet to foreign countries. 

In 1888 nearly 6,000,000 feet more or 17,975,- 
371 superticial feet were exported. 

A comparison will show a total increase in 
timber and lumber shipments of about 83 per 
cent. during 1888, 

The value of these shipments in 1887 
amounted to $1,056,900, in 1888 to $1,837,665, 

This increase-is astonishing in view of the 
fact that no special impetus was given to the 
business during 1888, either at home or abroad. 
During 1889 it is different. Prices have ad- 
vanced abroad, the local demand has become 
greater on account of livelier competition in 
the Darien market and a vast amount of ma- 
terial that formerly has depended upon rail- 
roads for transportation to other shipping 
points has been tufned in our direction on ac- 
count of the superior facilities for transporta- 
tion, which the Altamaha offers, 

The above figures do not do justice to our 
limited trade, as the St. Simons shipments, 
amounting to about 20,000,000 feet a year, 
every foot of which passes through our hands, 
are not included. 

There can be no doubt that our shipments 
during 1880 will show @ greater percentage of 
gain over 1888, than those of 1888 over 1887. 
It has been predicted, and we believe it, that 
at least 120,000,000 superficial feet will be ship- 
ped from Darien this year exclusive of Bt. 
Simon’sshipments. _

TABER AND DA Ws SON. 


4A COINCIDENCE IN CHARLESTON 
JOURNALISM. 


Two Brilliant Minds Who Fell By the Pistol 
~The Slaying vf Editor Taber, of tLe Mer 
cury, Dy Magrath. 


The tragic fate of C 
the end of William Taber, 
the and handsoine young editor of 
the Cinarleston Mercury, then and for some 
years after, one of the ablest and most aggres 
Bive of southern newspapers. 

Sometime in the late summer of 1857, I 
think, Charleston was shocked, by the death 
of ‘Taber, as slio was shocked recently, at the 
sudden and sad killing of Dawson. 

In the years just preceding the war, political 
exciféinent ran high in the south, and 
especially in South Carolina, and 

j political journal! 
that daily added to its warmth. It 
was owned and controled by the Rhett family, 
noted in South Carolina, and young Taber, a 
relative of the family, was on its editorial 
staif. tic was young, brilliant and popular, 
& magnificent specimen of handsome man- 
heod and had troops of friends. Iie was quite 
as amiable and gentile in manner a4 was Daw- 
son when the writer first saw him, 
aud though a man of courage, 
was not aggressivein manners or disposition. 
But in those days the duello was a recognized 
institution among the young men of the south, 
and nowhere more strongly than in South 
Carolina. 

Atthe date referred to there appeared some 
caustic communications in the Mercury, aimed 
at Judge Magrath, who sti II enjoys a robust 
and honorable old age, and who was then a 
candidate for congress from the Charles- 
ton district. ‘these were supposed 
to have been written by Edmund Rhett. They 
provoked replies, aud finally Edward Ma- 
grath, a brother of the judge, became involved 
i a hostile correspondence with ‘Taber, who, 
though a punctillio of the code, became the 
avowed sponser for the articles complained of. 
A mee ting was held at the usual place, near 
the old Washington race course. Despite the 
efforts of mutual friends and the 
active and indignant protests of Dr. Bellinger, 
a distinguished physician, the combat was 
forced to the third exchanye of fire, at which 
the gifted and handsome young Taber fell 
with a bullet in his brain, and Edward Ma- 
grath went from what was called the field of 
honorable combat to a wrecked and wretched 
life. Charleston and the south were 
shocked by this tragedy, but these were 
days in which they were not uncommon. Sub- 
sequent tothe terrible war which followed 
young Dawson found his first employment on 
coming to South Carolina on the Charleston 
Mercury, over which Taber had presided. 

Stranger still, when at the head of the News 
and Courier, he became renowned, and 
received a guerdon from the pope for 
his refusal to engage in a duel with 
Colonel Alfred Rhett, and his earnest and suc- 
cessful attack upon the practice. Taber, 
young, handsome, and brave, fell upon what 
was called the field of honor in a quarre! not 
of his own seeking and making. Years after 
Dawson, who had most powerfully aided in 
destroying the so-called field of honor, 
met his fate in Charleston in attempt. 
ing to defend the sanctity of his 
home. Judge Magrath, the innocent author 
of the Taber tragedy, lives, full of honors, and 
is the advocate to defend the slayer of Daw- 
son. Whata strange thing is life? How 
many startling events are embraced within its 
bounds, that makes the solid truth cast into 
shade all the efforts of fiction? Which were 
the sadder fate that of Taber or Dawson? 

The south in her new and onward march has 
cast duelling behind her. She has not yet 
been able to lay violent hands upon the pistol 
of the bravo and bully, and though she is con- 
servative in everything, yet it seems that evon 
in her borders human life is too cheap. 

The time may never come to her when 
her sons and daughters will cease to admire 
the man who is jealous of his honor, and 
prompt in its defense. Will the day ever 
come, when men and nations will cease to 
fight? Almost daily, the paragraphers of the 
busy press, make merry over the duels of the 
French, which are considered travestios, 
though they are as fashionable as ever. And yet, 
if the sedate and settled advocate Floquet, had 
not successfully crossed swords with the fiery 
Boulanger, France might have been precipita- 
ted into a foreign war or a bloody domestic 
revolution. Few cities can claim two such 
pitiful tragedies as have been illustrated in the 
deaths of ‘Tabor and Dawson, the men who 
held pens that were mightier than swords.

The coal output of the United States during 
the past year was 150,000,000 tons. 
Of this amount, Pennsylyania alone fur- 
nishes fifty-five per cent. 
Many interesting facts can be gathered from 


‘the statistics upon this matter of the coal pro- 


duction. The acknowledged authority upon 
all questions conceining coal production is the 
Coal Trade Journal. The editor of that paper, 
Mr. Frederick A. Saward, has now in press a 
a book entitled the Coal Trade, the advance 
sheets of which give some interesting facts: 

In his review of the trade tor 1888 Mr, Sa- 
ward says: ‘‘The annual production of, coal in 
the countries for which- details are at com- 
mand is now sét down at 430,000,000 tons; of 
this quantity the countries furnishing the 
larger portion are the United States, Germany 
and Great Britain. In the U nited States 

there was a total output in the past year of 
over 130,000,000 tons, the stateof Pennsylvania 
furnishing abo ut fifty- five per cent of this 
grand total—-38,000.000 tons of hard coal and 
38,000,000 tons of soft or bituminous coal. The 
trade is growiug wherever a line of railway 
exists, though the increase is greatest in what 
one might term the older states; there is more 
used in Pennsylvania, New York and 
ew England, both for in dustrial and domes- 
tic purp oses, yet the growth in the past year 
in the interior and the southern states has 
been remarkable; this will be seen from due 
study of the statistics. In spite of the inroads 
made in some portions of the country by the 
use Of natural gas as fuel, the output in the 
states which would naturally be most keenly 
affected has been larger.
